To Remove Freckles

Great Britain’s 


and Arab States 


“The extent and the variety of Great 
Britain’s interests in the Arab world 
are illustrated by the fact that she 
is, or has. lately been, engaged in 
important negotiations with the rulers 
of no less than four Araba States,” 
says Leonard Stein, political Secre- 
tary of the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion, in an article on Great Britain's 
relations with the Arab world in the 
August Current History.. These rulers 
are King Feisul of Iraq, his brother, 
the Emir Abdullah of Trans-Jordan 
(both placed on the throne by Great 
Britain); the Wahabi Sultan, Iba 
Sa'ud, King of the Hedjaz, and the 
Imam Yehia of the Yemerft, 

“A treaty between Great Britain and 
Iraq, signed on Dec. 4, 1927, and now 
awaiting ratification, declares that 
‘Iraq is an indepengent sovereign 
State, and though eat Britain re- 
tains certain advisory and supervisory 
powers in matters affecting the for- 
eign relations of Iraq, they are defined 
with scrupulous regard of Iraq sus- 
ceptibilities,” The agreement between 
the British-and TransJordan Govern- 
ments (signed in February, 1928), de- 
fines in detail the matters: in which 
Emir Abdullah agrees to be guided by 
British advice, relating to the foreign 
welations of Trams-Jordan, ite financial 
wand fiseal policy, the grant of con- 
cessions and the maintenance of 
armed forces. 

“The Treaty of Jeddah between 
Great Britain and the Wahabi king- 
dam was signed tm May, 1927, and 
recegnizes the complete and absolute 
independence of the Wahabi kingdom, 
inelmding both Nejd and the Hediaz.” 
This treaty ,has been violated, how- 
ever, by raiders crossing- the frontier, 
and new- negotiations are pending. 
Negotiations between Great Britain 
and the Yemen are complicated by 
the fact that Great Britain insists on 
the Imam’‘« unconditional renunciation

In a very few woeks It will be neces- 
sary to purchase the steets that are 
to be finished for the apring market. 
.The selection of profitable feeders is 
much more difficult In, the Eastern 
Provinces than in the Western Prov- 
inces, due to the fact that a very high 
percentage of the Eastern steers show 
evidence of considerable dairy cattle 
breeding. However, there are many 
of these steers, even with some dairy 
blood, that will make very profitable 
feedern and they are the ones that 
should be selected for the winter feed- 
ing work. The remainder, should go 
to the block as they come from the 
pastures. Select only such steers aa 
will conform more closely to the real 
beef-typc, that is, straight, low-set, 
deep, blocky individuals, with a quite 
temperament. It is that real dairy 
type of steer, with a nervous tempera- 
ment, that one wants to avold tn the 
feed lot.. For example, out of twenty- 
five steers fed at the Nappan Expert- 
mental Farm during 1927-28, six of 
the steers were of the latter type and 
their average gain in 125 days was 
only 161 pounds, against 246 pounds 
as an average for seven steers that 
were fairly typical beef steers, with 
some dairy blood mixed in.

Shanghai.—One_ of the large Euro- 
pean printing establishments of Shan- 
ghai has under way an undertaking 
in the nature of type manufacture 
without parallel anywhere. It is the 
preparation of a set of Chinese type 
which will include aproximately 10,- 
000 characters, the most comprehen- 
sive set thus far made by anyone, 
Each character will be made in five 
sizes, bringing the total number to 
about 66,000.

Before reach- 
ing Niagara Falls, homeward bound, 
the “young ambassadors” will have 
journeyed through every province of 
the Dominion, from Quebec to the 
Maritime Provinces, and from Halifax 
to Vancouver, enjoying the glories of 
Canada, They are to visit the ranch 
of the Prince of Wales in Alberta, 
stop over at Jasper Park in the Cana- 
dian Rockies, bathe tn the Pacific 
Ocean, see the harvesting of the wheat 
crop om the prairies, attend the Cana- 
dian National Exhibition in Toronto, 
and generally learn about the oppor- 
tunities for. British enterprise in 
Canada. 

The educational value of travel in 
broadening the outlook has long been 
appreciated by leaders of opinion in 
the British Isles and in America. The 
Empire free travel and scholarship 
scheme, organized by a group of 
British newspapers, in co-operation 
with steamship and railway interests 
in Canada, must have served greatly 
to stimulate the Interest of many 
young Britishers in the nearest Do- 
minion.

LICENSE PLATES FOR 1929 


Word comes now that the 1929 Ont- 
ario license plates will be of ' battle- 
ship grey and black, a most distinc- 
tive color combination.

The fetal tis- 
sues must be present to sustain ths 
germ, and infection does not tak? 
place in the non gravid uterus. 

The udder has been found to har- 
bor the germs of abortion, anc cach 
crop of milk from such infected ud- 
cer may contain many germs. Ths 
condition cMeted by thea mammary 
giuhd is apparently ideal for the 
growth of bacillus abortus, as this 
germ is frequently found in market 
milk: It causes no apparent damage 
to the mammary gland and in so far 
as is known does not render milk 
unsafe for human use. 

Experiments with new-born calves 
from infected cows show that they 
generally harbor. in thelr stomachs 
and intestines, large numbers of 
abortion germs. Fortunately the 
body of the calf offers no tissue suit- 
able to the maintenance-and growth 
one bacillus, and it is soon thrown 
off. 

Heifers Readily Infected. 


Investigations in dairy sections 
show that more than 80 per cent. of 
the abortion cases had occurred be- 


fore the heifer had reached secoad | 


calving. The physiological changes 
brought about by pregnancy create a 
suitable medium in the placenta and 
the fetal calf is gradually deprived 
of nourishment as a result of injury 
to the placenta or fetal membranes, 
which appear bloodless and show evi- 
dence of decomposition at the point 
of attachment. Expulsion must then 
take place, and it usually does so at 
once, 


Retesting Method of Control. - 


The teating of the blood of every 
animal, for the evidence of abortion 
infection, at intervals of six months 
and promptly removing all re-actors, 
ts a satisfactory method if started in 
time, that is, when the first abortion 
occurs. » Should there be a number 
of aborters, a herd division is advis- 
able, providing there are two sets of 
buildings available. The testing of 
all purchased cattle before admitting 
them to the herd, the safeguarding of 
the feed and water against possible 
econtaminatio: and the enforcement 
of sanitary measures are three very 
important points that should be given 
full consideration in the attempt to 
' keep the herd clean.—L. Stevenson, 
Director of Extension, 0. A. College.

In Britain's African colony of the 
Gold Coast, all color printing for maps 
has to cease during January, when 
the harmattan blows. The dry wind 
following rapidly on humid conditions 
causes a change in the paper of as 
much as a quarter of an inch in a 
sheet two feet square. This makes it 
impossible to sécure registration of 
the colors in their precise places on 
the map. Map-making in Canada is 
subject to the same difficulties, but in 
a lesser degree. 

Paper used in map-making is of a 
superior kind specially made for the 
purpose. Most of the papers used for 
general purposes are too porous and 
too. susceptible to damp for high-class 
map work. Even when plaster of 
Paris and other fillers are used- on 
them they are still subject to such 
great changes in dimensions as to be 
of little use for lithographing maps. 

The map bond paper used for the 
maps of the Topographical Survey, 
Department of the Interior, is season- 
ed on racks before belng used. On 
a damp day in summer electric heat- 
ers are turned on to counteract the

ACT OF UNFAIRNESS 
Failure to Maintain Own 


Lights in Good Shape 
Decried 


Maintaining headlights of automo- 
biles in constant adjustment so as to 
obviate the discomfort and hazard 
which result from glare and lack of 
focus is a duty incumbent upon motor- 
dom as a whole, says T. ©. Kirby, 
secretary of the Montreal Motorists 
League. There can be no exceptions 
to this rule, it is pointed out, since 
driving became safe only in propor- 
tion to the extent to which all danger- 
ous factors are eliminated. 

Failure to maintain one’s lghts in 
the best possible condition both as to 
brilliancy and focus is a distinct act 
of unfairness on the part of the motor- 
ist who is negligent in this respect, 
declares Mr. Kirby, for in doing so 
one imposes on others a hardship he | 
himself would be unwilling to bear. | 

“It is safe to say that scarcely aie | 
motorist does not recognize ill-focused 
headlights as a definite motoring 
evil,” says Mr. Kirby. “He needs only, 
to recall his own unpleasant experi-' 
ences caused by blinding glare from 
cars approaching on a street or high- 
way to realize the discomfort and po- 
tential danger which can result. Know-' 
ing the evil, he should be the more 
willing to correct it in his own case, | 

“There will be found individuals, ’ 
however, who rant about the glare of 
headlights on the cars of other drivers , 
but who take no steps even to find out} 
if thelr own lights are glaring. They 
are quick to demand adjustment for 


others, but with themselves the evil|- 


does not seem to exist. 

“This is where the unfairness is in- 
stanced. The old adage that what is 
sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander was uttered with respect to 
just such type of unfair conduct. Mo- 
toring, after all, is an individual niat- 
ter. Regulations may: be passed with 
collective objectives, but the remedy 
for our traffic evils ultimately must 
come from the individual. So it is 
with glaring headlights.”
